WhetlUT the intftctt pajahlc by ita Oovern- 
ment in loo high to refcabr much capitat 
for rpproduttire enterprises, or thai the long' 
continued disorder!, of Spain huve extinguished 
that "piril cf trust which it necebsnry lo com- 
bined ar lion, speadijig over many years — ccr- 
tain it it, tint the Spanish people, for 
whom the railroad* are to be made, 
look on with indifference— -washing ' their 
hand* of undeKokungs to which, however, their 
Government itself offers some support. The 
Society, encouraged by the experience of France, 
sinticip ales n great reaction, It recalla the time 
«hcn in (tint country railroads were the objectb 
of distrust, and when works, of the kind were 
cur, strutted generally with. Briiah capital. The 
Sodtty hat also undertaken a share- in lighting 
Madrid with gas— so Tarious are its tpecula- 
tions! ltussia it also embroted in its activitv. 
The great network lontcmpbtod b) LlieBtissian 
Oovemrnenl, tstending froni s« to sea. nnd 
from 8t. IVtersbutg to tiermnny, will occimy 
soue yens for its completion, and in this the 
company has also embarked. 

The ' report speaks of the unfiivnur- 
ablt infliienec of a financkl ciiitii in 
Muisia on the advance of this trnder- 
laking, but petbaps not unjustly anticipate* 
from itf completion an enormous addition to 
I be wealth both of Elusiia and of countries in 
^ommettiul connection -with bcr. Austria hat 
aho been undrr the rare of the Society, and 
her railroads have a skate of its assistance. 
The war, of course, interrupted the progress of 
these efforts, jsrhich are, however, expected to 
he resumed under more favourable suspioes. 

Turning from these great works, we find the 
Society ha* under its care suck as the Omnibus 
Company of l^iris, and a company " for lighting 
and wnrming by gas." It it also connected in 
its operations with anotheT company, which 
ttems to take up another line of o]»mtions. 
One of those htu a great maritime 
company, intended to build and dispatch 
(hips for the purpose ol importing on 
mere profitable terms, and thus extending 
the commetcB of France, This (peculation 
seem a to have been very iinaucceasfai. The 
depression in prices rained tba concern, and it 
was necessary to reduce thb price of pharos 
from £00 francs to 300 francs. The Society 
entertains the fullest conviction, notwith- 
standing these discnuragententt, that the move- 
ment will be attended with vast advantage)!. 

After these facts follows a long statement of 
the asrett and liabilities of the companv and 
the declaration of a small dividend, with 
prospects of future prosperity. 

Our readers are nv, nre that in France there 
exiite an immense mass of people who have 
adopted Socialistic ideas, riaving come to the 
conclusion that the strong should bear the in- 
firmities of the weak, arid tbat those who have 
should give of their abundance to those who 
have not, the lower clasaes of Socialist*- were 
d i (posed to give effect to their doctrine by vio 
lenee and revolution. It baa been the boast 
of the present F.m fiBda that he "saved 
society" — meaning that he rescued Francs 
from the domination of doctrines which are 
assuredly incompatible with national life or 
social happiness. If It be once admitted 
that those who hare property should distribute 
it among those who have none, and that pro- 
perty considered at an msUtatien " is s thief ;" 
of course, all that enterprise and skill and 
economy which build np the wealth of a nation 
would be utterly destroyed. Men by habita af 
industry may come to dislike bdalenoe, and 
may prefer work even though the fruit uf their 
toil should not minister to their personal enjoy- 
ment. But this is by no meant the normal de- 
velopment of humanity. Generally we should 
all like to be relieved from the necesaity of 
labour. Il would be pleasant to ait in the tun 
and gate upon the sparkling waters— to listen 
to the hum of bees and the rippling of 
brooks. Hut such an employment. If general, 
would toon bring ua all to poverty ; and, as 
nations increase or decline in proportion, to their 
means of subsistence we may fancy that this 
general retirement from f m jilovmec I rvnutd sixm 
so reduce our numbers aa ta 'satisfy even the 
most determined enemy of foreigners and 
immigration. 

1'erhaps il is true that France was aaved from 
this gul/by the establishment of the Empire: 
but Na pole ok, though not a SociaJist in tbe 
wild and revolutionary sense, has nevertheless 
patronised one phase of ita system. By dif- 
ferent association!, and the combination of 
small capital, he hat proposed to atunulate public 
industry, and increase the national wealth. If 
men were all honest and prudent what could 
be mors reasonable '' Why Is it that in 
any civilised country there are idle hands and 
desolate dwellings. Han potsestet skill enough 
to supply all his physical wants ; the earth is 
sufficiently fertile to afford him abundance of 
food. The difficulty ariaet in the adjustment 
of labour, in railing into action the various 
faculties of society, and in so disposing 
of capital that, beside firing employment 
snd distributing benefits to all who ose it. it 
(hall come back to th* owner augmented. Tbe 
danger, however, is very apparent. There is 
the risk, aa in the case of the maritime com- 
pany above noticed, that the market should be 
mistaken, and thus heavy lostsa incurred.

Lcgislafirc, though the contrast ia 
painful (-noiifth. but in show the prevailing tone 
of thought among lending British statesmen on 
organic changer in tho constitution of the coun- 
try. 

The debate lacked nothinj b breadth or 
earnestness" from the fact that it was to 
be followed by no party division. While 
that very fact afforded a greater 
latitude for the expression of individual opinion, 
inasmuch (is rath speaker considrTed himself 
more at liberty to esprcss his personal views, 
because the debate existed solely for the utter, 
snec of opinion, rtnd he had no fear of the 
whipper-in before his eyes. 

'the practical type of the English intellect 
ev.hltiited ilself throughout the discussion. The 
rlgkts of man, and abstract theories of con- 
stitutional government nowherii appeared ; 
symraitry and pttfectibility of form was but 
little disru6!ed. What would he the practical 
effect of the bill on the composition of the 
House of f ommons and the Icgi-laiion of the 
country ?— this was (he point most closely in- 
vesicated, anil not « b ether the bill would square 
wilh (he theories of representative government. 
Even Mr. BmofiT, whoso su-jtumsnts appear ul 
first sight to be based on a theoretical recog- 
nition of the intrinsic excellence of the nume- 
rical basis for representation, is every whit as 
practical as the rest. His theory is only a 
means to an end, and he is ready to tlirow il 
aside or accept tny perversion of it, so long at 
the desired end is Bltained. That end, at he 
has oftentimes frankly avowed, is the thorough 
and final destruction of the political influence 
of the landed Interest, or at least its effectual 
subordination in the House of Commons to tlis 
rerrimeTcial interest. He hates the former as 
ictrogade and warlike in its tendency ; he turns 
lo the other as progressive and peaceful. It ia 
the last phase of the old social conflict that be- 
gan in the middle a aw. -when the towns struggled 
against the overshadowing influence of the 
feudal lords. The outward conditions of tbe 
conflict arc all varied, but tbe essential spirit or 
it remains (he same. Railways hive so inter- 
mixed the population of Groat Britain, and so 
many rnanufscton'ss have been set up in rural 
places, that the division between country and 
town is far lets sharp than It was fifty veers 
ago. Yet It is alill definite enough for pulitical 
purposes. To secure the supremacy of the 
commercial interest, ft is necessary to give the 
predominant representation to tbe towns. And 
in order to this, it becomes necessary, in do- 
fiance of all democratic theories, ta fix a lower 
franchise for the towns, than for the 
counties for to enfranchise the rural 
population would ,be to throw a larger power 
into the hands of the landlords by whom that 
population is always more or lei) influenced. 
When Mr. Bnioni is twitted with this depar- 
ture from his dtmocratic notions of equality, 
he throws hit theory to the winds, showing 
plainly that he is not fighting for an Ideal, bul 
for something very pntctieal. lie drops all 
discussion as to what is fair, and replies that a 
uniform suffrage, however low, would not 
answer his purpose, as it would not place the 
preponderance where he desires it lo be. And 
be justifies the preference given to the town 
voters on the ground that thty nre a 
superior class, politically considared ; that they 
ire more educated and intelligent, leas 
undrr the control of masters, and 
mere accustomed to read newspapers. Ia this 
respect he Hat unconsciously adopted the same 
principle si Mr. DistaXLi has, though he hat 
applied it differently. Kit Ire aits meet, and the 
two opposite statesmen have united in arguing 
that "fitness" should be a qualification of the 
voter. Mr. Bail out assumes a broad principle, 
vis., that all the working-classes in towns art 
Hi, end all the working- classes in the country 
are unfit. Mr. Disuazlc demurs to any such 
wholesale clutjftcHtion, and proposes by means 
of hit " fancy franchises," to eliminate out of all 
cites* s those who are moat worthy. He com- 
plains that Lord Johx's Hill will give votes 
to many who are unfit, and leave 
out many who are fit. And hence 
his advocticy of an educational and a 
lodger franchise. As to " fitness," hoarever, If 
the existing rolls were to be revised on that 
basis, there is no doubt but that they would be 
pretty effectually purged. The gross venality, 
and tbe utter destitution of pulitical morality 



that (he recent bribery committees hate di 
closed, ehew plainly enough thai not n few 
possess the franchise who use it only to abuse 
it. And, impressed apparently with the con- 
viction, many of the opponents of the projected 
reform have dwelt but little, apparently, an Lhe

Thai ii cfin be resisted no one believes ; tho 
ulmosl that Oonservatiiescan promise thein- 
silve.s is to pc, it pone what looms before their 
i mo gin a lions as ilie evil day, and to miligatc 
and modify as far as possible the gradually 
accruing mischiefs of the growing supremacy 
nf tbe jtoorer classes. But the only 
real remedy lies | n t be moral 
education of the whole people, ia tho diffusian 
of sound political knowledge, and the elevation 
of the .tan danf of public honour, in the wider 
spread of the sentiment of equity and the prac- 
tjto of toleration, and in a groater union of all 
classes in obvious inWcsl, and in harmonious 
co-operation. This is lhe charm that will save 
the I'oistitution-if anything will, and will re- 
concile aristocratic traditions with the passionate 
demands of democracy. A higher national tile 
will carry the country etfoly through nil 
rhanges; stagnation chert- will make the 
coming crisis fatal.
